Seminars discuss the 
problem of freedom and how to 
retain it. 


«Most of these exercises, as the 
somewhat bewildered and usually 
bored students come to learn, are 
meaninglessly futile. This is a 
pity because the principles of 
human freedom as developed in 
Western civilization presently are 
not being sought in the under- 
developed areas and in the so- 
called uncommitted nations. 


The great appeal of quick, ma- 
terial progress is an increasingly 
powerful influence in our world. 
The Christian church, and organ- 
ized religion everywhere, includ- 
ing even Buddhism in Asia, are 
under attack. Secularism is gain- 
ing as is the philosophy of political 
materialism, The Christian church, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant, 
is aware of its vulnerability. 


Irrelevancy 


What complicates the problem 
for all Americans is the prepos- 
terous irrelevancy of those who 
insist that Americans are losing 
their freedoms. No American has 
lost any freedom. No civil right 
has been abridged by our govern- 
ment or any of its departments. 
On the contrary, the effort to ex- 
tend civil rights to all American 
citizens is in many places being 
resisted with violence and delay. 
It is the greatest piece of irony 
that many of those most vocal in 
demanding that America wake up 
and protect its freedoms are lead- 
ers among those unwilling to ex- 
tend freedom to all Americans. 


Americans are not losing their 
freedoms. They could, of course, 
lose them. They could do so by 
so weakening this country that 
it would be defeated by a Com- 
munist enemy. And they could 
weaken it by giving ear to those 
who say that the way to protect 
our freedoms is to limit them. 
But the orators who cry for us 
to wake up rarely spell it out. 
They never get around to saying 
that the way to make freedom 
vital is by example. 


The greatest bulwark individual 
freedom has had in these testing 
years is the Supreme Court. It 
has held very scrupulously to the 
Bill of Rights. The liberty and 
freedom of American citizens are 
today more clearly delineated. 
Our government and our federal 
courts are more aware of the de- 
mands of freedom and individual 
liberty than at any time in our 
history. Most of the freedom 
speakers also are critics of what 
they call ‘‘the welfare state,” or 
of “socialistic give-aways.” 


Castro and Cuba 


Now. we come finally to Fidel 
Castro’s illustration. We wonder 
why it is that Cubans, who were 
assisted to freedom by the United 
States, have allowed Fidel to im- 
pose a Communist-oriented rule. 


Castro has popular support in 
driving out the Christian church 
and preparing to create his own 
Cuban church. He is cheered when 
he asks his city proletariat and 
his rural ‘‘campesinos,”’ ‘What 
has the church ever done for you? 
Has it given you land, jobs, medi- 
cine for your sick, education for 
your children? Christianity,” he 
says, “preaches while socialism 
(communism) acts.”

State School Budget Exceeds

But the pri- 
soners, who have pledged to re- 
turn, had no comment. 


However, upon their arrival 
here Wednesday from Washing- 
ton they said they would return 
to Havana “‘in the next few days.” 
Friday’s the deadline set by 
Castro. 


The fund-raising committee, 
which is headed by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, labor leader Walter P. 
Reuther and Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower, planned to send several 
representatives with the prisoners 
to obtain precise technical infor- 
mation from Castro about the 
types of equipment he wants. 


At mid-day the prisoners at- 
tended a requiem mass in the 
Gesu Roman Catholic Church 
here for their comrades killed in 
the landing at the Bay of Pigs on 
the south Cuban Coast. Then they 
returned to the Miami Colonial 
Hotel to be with wives, relatives, 
friends and well-wishers. 


A spokesman at the hotel said 
all the men appear “in good 
spirits and seem confident that 
the tractor deal will materialize.” 


In Havana, Enrique Cabre, a 
former minor-league pitcher who 
heads the machinery division of 
Castro’s Land-Reform Institute, 
said the tractors and bulldozers 
sought in the barter will be used 
for farming, road-building and 
| sirneear work. 


Young Turks in Korea Junta 


Stull Dety U.N. Commander 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Gen. Carter B. Magruder failed 
again Thursday to win back con- 
trol over South Korean forces 
that strayed from his U.N. com- 
mnad and powered last week’s 
military coup. 


An informed source said the 
ruling generals see the necessity 
of making peace with the U. S. 
general but a group of ‘“‘young 
Turks,"’ colonels and lieutenant 
colonels, are opposed. 


Emerging as a potent force in 
the military government, the 
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young Turks demand that the 
7,000 troops used in the coup stay 
in this capital as a precautionary 
measure. 


As supreme Allied commander, 
Magruder opposed the coup and 
supported the ousted civilian gov- 
ernment headed by Premier John 
M. Chang. Now Magruder is in- 
sisting on control over all Korean 
troops and the right to pass on 
Korean army appointees. Korean 
troops have been under the U. N. 
command since the Korean War. 

Magruder met Thursday with 
one of the young Turks—Lt. Col. 
Kim Chong-il, chief of the 30- 
member junta’s security agency.

Living Costs Hover 


At Record Levels 


WASHINGTON (# — The government said Thurs- 
day living costs remained unchanged at record levels 
in April, “marking a further extension of the over-all 
stability” shown since last October. 


While the Labor department's 
consumer price index was steady 
for the second straight month, 
there were some sharp move- 
ments up and down in individual 
items. 

There was, for example, a rec- 
ord rise in used automobile prices 
for this season. Also, there were 
increases in charges for fruits and 
vegetables, movie tickets, and 
health insurance. 


Gasoline prices dropped. So did 
women’s clothing, new autos, 
meats, poultry and eggs. 


The price index stood at 127.5 in 
April, a peak first reached last 
December. This meant that prices 
last month averaged 27.5 per cent 
higher than in 1947-49, the base 
period for the index. 


Robert J. Myers, deputy com- 
missioner of labor statistics, told 
a news conference that May prob- 
ably will show no over-all price 
change. However, he said he looks 
for some upward movement in 
June and July. 


Prices last month averaged 1 
per cent higher than in April 1960. 
Myers said this was the narrow- 
est such gap in nearly two years. 

The department reported that 
after-tax earnings of factory work- 
ers increased in April for the sec- 
ond straight month. The increase 
for a worker with three depend- 
ents averaged 50 cents a week, 
boosting earnings to $81.39. 


Because of recent stability in 
prices, the department said, there 
will be no changes in the wages 
of one million auto and farm 
equipment workers whose wages 
are tied to living costs. 


However, 56,000 aircraft and 
missile workers will get an addi- 
tional 3 cents an hour because of 
index movements during the past 
year. Some 25,000 employes of Al- 
lis-Chalmers will get a 1-cent 
hourly boost. 


Myers said used car prices rose 
nearly 7 per cent in April because 
fewer people have been trading in 
old cars for new ones. The supply 
thus has been curtailed.

Vandiver announced at the 
recent trade and commerce con- 
ference that $16 million in bonds 
would be issued, the proceeds of 
which would be used for port de- 
velopment purposes, this does not 
mean there will be this amount 
of money available for new uses 
now. 


“Approximately one half of the 
money will be used to refinance 
outstanding certificates of indebt- 
edness issued some years ago 
for the two Savannah facilities— 
the refinancing of which will be 
at lower interest rates, effecting 
substantial savings. 


‘Part of the remaining money 
will be used to complete previous- 
ly planned, publicized and com- 
mitted for projects. The remain- 
ing money will be used at the 
five Georgia ports: Brunswick, 
Savannah, Augusta, Bainbridge 
and Columbus, and definite allo- 
cations for the projects in these 
cities have not been made, pend- 
ing engineering studies and cost 
estimates.”

JERUSALEM (AP)—A witness 
testified Thursday Adolf Eich- 
mann sent Hungarian Jews to the 
gas chambers in 1944 despite a 
stern warning to Hungary's’ re- 
gime by President Franklin D. 
Roose velt, 

Dr. Pinhas Freudiger said Re- 
gent Nicholas Horthy halted a 
train loaded with 1,500 Jews 
bound for a death camp in Po- 
land after getting a message 
from Roosevelt warning that ‘‘a 
very severe fate will befall Hun- 
gary unless these deportations 
are stopped.”’ 

TRAIN SENT ON 

Freudiger, last leader of the 
Hungarian Orthodox community, 
said the train later was sent off 
again because Eichmann could 
not stand “this slap in the face.”’ 
He testified an aide to Eichmann 
referred to Horthy as an old idiot 
for thinking he could stop the 
death transports. As regent, Hor- 
thy had placed Hungary in an un- 
easy alliance with Hitler’s Reich. 

It was probably the most ten- 
sion-packed day of the long trial. 
Two emotional outbursts from 
persons in the audience who had 
survived the massacre of Hunga- 
rian Jews forced presiding Justice 
Moshe Landau to recess court for 
20 minutes to allow emotions to 
calm down. 

“You murderer, you beast of 
prey!’’ Avraham Cassirer shout- 
ed at Eichmann fro mthe balcony. 
“There are still Jews who have 
not been exterminated and they 
will see to your downfall!”’ 
CRIES AT LEADER 

This tirade came shortly after 
another spectator, Sandor Szilag- 
vi, had cried at Freudiger, the 
Hungarian Jewish leader: ‘You 
have saved your family! Mine 
was sent to death!”’ 

Through it all, the former Ges- 
tapo chief charged as the execu- 
tioner of six million Jews re- 
mained impassive. He “watched 
as court guards hustled the two 
spéctators from the court. 

Freudiger had testified about 
the Nazi proposal to release one 
million Jews for 10,000 trucks. He 
said the proposal was made by 
Maj. Dieter Wisliceny, Eich- 
mann’s deputy. 

But the deal never material- 
ized. 

Dr. Martin Foeldy'’s testimony 
about the slaughter of Jews in 
Hungary stirred the crowded au- 
dience to ominous muttering. The 
court was forced to order silence.

rejected when messengers ap- 
proved a resolutions committee 
report which said that objective 
“is already being accomplished.” 
SUPPORT URGED 


The request for unity study was 
introduced Wednesday by the Rev. 
John W. Phillips of Saxapahaw, 
N.C., and was referred to the 
Resolutions Committee. 


The resolution calling for the 
United States to withhold military 
and economic aid from countries 
restricting ‘‘full freedom of con- 
science and worship”’ was referred 
to the Foreign Mission Board for 
study. It was submitted by the 
Rev. J. Edwin Hewlett of St. 
Louis. 

Baptists were called on to sup- 
port “a strong program of pub- 
lic instruction and vigorous op- 
position to the use of tax money 
for grants or other direct aid to 
church schools on all education 
levels.”

The university, located ,in Se- 
wanee, Tenn., and often called 
Sewanee, already admits Negroes 
to its theological seminary. It is 
supported by 22 Southern Epis- 
copal dioceses, including Atlanta. 


A resolution which the pastors 
approved last week called on the 
university to ‘‘make its loyalty to 
the church’s position clear by 
inviting the applications. .. .” 
The resolution will be presented 
to the Sewanee board of trus- 
tees at its June meeting. 


In another statement the pas- 
tors expressed “earnest disap- 
proval” of the university’s plan 


to award an honorary degree 
June 5 to Thomas R. Waring, edi- 
tor of the Charleston, S.C., News 
and Courier, a stanch supporter 
of segregation and an alumnus.

FLYNT SEES SUPPORT 


Rep. John J. Flynt Jr., of Grif- 
fin said “The President made a 
good speech designed to solidify 
public support behind him as he 
prepares to meet with the Presi- 
dent of France and the Premier 
of the Soviet Union. 

“I think he will have public 
support behind him,”’ Flynt added. 
However, the Griffin congressman 
said he did not agree with Ken- 
nedy that major world problems 
can be solved by financing the 
governments of other countries, 
large and small, throughout the 
world. 


Rep. Robert G. Stephens Jr., of 
Athens, applauded what he de- 
scribed as the President’s inten- 
tions “to get the economy mov- 
ing” and said that ‘‘by and large, 
I believe he will accomplish his 
objectives with Congress.” 


Rep. G. Elliott Hagan of Syl- 
vania called it “an inspiring 
speech” and commented that the 
President “certainly has the abil- 
ity to inspire people.” 


“The things he was stressing are 
certainly indicative of the seri- 
ousness of the times,”’ Hagan said. 
“He is trying to inspire the coun- 
try to do what we all know needs 
to be done and to pay the price.” 


Rep. James C. Davis of Stone 
Mountain said of the Kennedy 
speech that ‘“‘some of the things 
I agree with, and some I don’t.” 


Davis said he favors increasing 
the Marine Corps and that “I will 
vote for all we need to keep our 
military strength up.”

It is a recipe from 
“Miss Mary,” as known to 
Alabamians. Actually, she was 
Miss Mary Beard, daughter of 
the first rector of The Church 
of the Advent in Birmingham 
and for many years owners of 
the Woman's Exchange which 
later became the Mary Beard’s 
Eat Shop. 


“Alabama Casserole’ is a 
standby on the menu planning 
of Mrs. Ben Barnes Sr. Mrs. 
George Missback gave her fa- 
vorite ‘‘Baked Grits’’ recipe 
while Mrs. Paul Wolfe gave a 
recipe for ‘Shrimp Newburg.” 


A “Corn Casserole” given by 
Mrs. John Copeland Jr.; a recipe 
for “Baked Asparagus’ from 
Mrs. L. L. Gellerstedt;. a Lemon 
Jello Pound Cake from Mrs. 
Charles Chalmers and ‘‘Butter- 
scotch Brownies’ from Mrs 
John Copeland Sr., were among 
other favorites of the Alabama 
natives. 

So whether you're from Ala- 
bama or not, try these for 
taste: 


SHRIMP MONTGOMERY: 
Three hard-boiled eggs diced. 
One small bottle small stuffed 
olives, one or two cans shrimp 
or fresh shrimp. Two cups milk, 
three tbl. butter, 2 tbl. flour, 
to tbl. Worcestershire sauce, one 
can mushroo mor fresh mush- 
rooms, Old English cheese and 
Holland rusk. Cut olives in 
halves, cook mushrooms (if 
fresh), prepare shrimp (cook if 
fresh). Make white sauce of 
butter, flour and milk. If using 
canned mushrooms use liquid in 
place of part milk. Season 
sauce generously with Worces- 
tershire sauce, all salt, pepper 
and diced eggs. Add olives 
eggs, mushrooms and shrimp 
and heat. Grate cheese at last 
minute and serve over heated 
rusks. 


MAPLE MOUSSE: Use one 
large cup of maple syrup, the 
beaten yolks of four eggs. Cook 
in double boiler until thick. Stir 
while cooking, remove from fire 
and beat until cool. When cold 
add one pint of thick cream that 
has been beaten until stoff and 
the whites of eggs, also beaten 
stiff. Add a pinch of salt. Put 
in container and freeze for 4 or 
5 hours. 


ALABAMA CASSEROLE: One 


finely diced celery, one green 
pepper, diced: one cup grated 
New York cheese, six hard- 
boiled eggs. Make a cream 
sauce of three tbl. butter, three 
tbl. flour, one and a half cups 
rich milk. Add one tbl. Worces- 
tershire sauce. Place the first 
mixture on bottom of casserole, 
then a layer of cream sauce, 
then a layer of sliced eggs. Re- 
peat and finish with eggs on 
top layer, sprinkle with buttered 
bread crumbs. Bake 30 minutes 
at 350 degrees. This will serve 
Six generously. 


BAKED GRITS: 
grits, five cups half milk and 
half water, or all milk if de- 
sired. Pour eggs, sharp cheese 
(% to “% Ib.), salt, pepper, 
sprinkling of parsley or chives, 
one tbl. sugar, one stick of but- 
ter. Cook grits as usual, add 
all ingredients, except eggs. 
Allow cheese to melt, then stir 
in eggs. Put in greased (but- 
ter) baking dish and bake at 
350 degrees until firm.

BUTTERSCOTCH BROWN- 
IES: One stick of butter, two 
cups dark brown sugar, two 
eggs, one three-fourths cup of 
flour, one tsp. baking powder, 
one vanilla, one-half salt, one 
and one-half cups of broken 
nuts. Melt butter, stir in sugar 
until blended, cool slightly, beat 
in eggs and vanilla. Sift flour, 
baking powder and salt. Stir in 
mixture, add nuts, spread into 
greased flour pan and bake 55 
minutes at 350 degrees. Let 
cool 10 minutes. Do not use too

I always thought David Brink- 
ley was the best newsman on 
television—and now I know it. 


Brinkley’s keen judgment, his 
sardonic humor and his devo- 
tion to his job and to the wel- 
fare of the country are at once 
evident.

East in today’s hand had the ef- 
fect of putting declarer to a dif- 
ficult guess, and declarer quite 
excusably faltered. 


North and South reached a con- 
tract of four spades on direct bid- 
ding. West chose to lead the ace 
and another heart though a dia- 
mond lead would have settled de- 
clarer’s hash at once. 


In an effort to establish dum- 
my’s suit to build up a discard 
for the losing diamond, South led 
a club immediately to the queen. 
East won with the ace and cashed 
the queen of hearts. He realized 
the futility of trying to attack dia- 
monds, of which declarer surely 
held the ace, and observed that 
the club suit was subject to es- 
tablishment if dummy were per- 
mitted to retain trump entries. 
He, therefore, returned the fourth 
heart. West ruffed, and dummy 
was forced to overruff with the 
10. The king and another club, 
ruffed high by declarer, set up 
that suit. 


Now, if each of the adversaries 
had two spades, declarer could 
claim the balance. He, therefore, 
cashed the ace and king of spades 
and got the disappointing news. 
Since East retained a trump no 
discard could be taken on the 
high club, and the contract went 
down to defeat. 


After establishing the clubs de- 
clarer could have won the hand 
by drawing only one trump and 
then leading a club.

Dear Dr. Molner: About two 
years ago my husband was told 
by his doctor he had a heart 
ailment and was prescribed 
digitalis. 


He took this medicine daily 
for about a year and since, in 


|his words, he didn’t ‘feel bet- 
'ter,’ he decided to go to an- 
‘other doctor, who told him he 


had absolutely no heart ail- 
ment and that he shoud dis- 
continue the digitalis, which he 
= Magee: 


I note now that the least 
exertion on his part, even tak- 
ing a few bags of groceries out 
of the car (I carry them into 
the house, as he can’t always 
make it), leaves him complete- 
ly exhausted. 


Sometimes he will go out to 
|'the porch to get the paper and 
‘on returning have to lean

| can get his breath. 


He is a chain smoker, al- 
though he smokes les now than 
‘he did a year ago. He has 
terrific coughing spells but he 
blames them on his sinus con- 
dition—never his heart or his 
smoking. 


I have asked him to have an- 
other examination but he re- 
fuses. I have been under the 
impression that shortness of 
breath could mean a heart ill- 
ness, and that also this cough is 
something meaningful, not just 
his sinus trouble.—Mrs. D. B. 


The reason for shortness of 
| breath, when the heart is not up 
_to par, is that the purpose of the 
|organ is to pump oxygen-laden 
blood to all parts of the body. 
'When it doesn’t do quite enough, 
then the body tries to compensate 
by trying to get more oxygen 
into what blood is being deliv- 
ered. That’s why even mild ex- 
ertion makes the heart patient 
try to drag more oxygen mip his 
lungs.

Rise Alone 


CHICAGO W—A late burst of 
selling wiped out or trimmed all 
the earlier advances on the 
Board of Trade. Only the feed 
grains finished with gains. 


Trade appeared to be in some- 
what larger volume than the 
61% million bushels handled in 
the previous session, with most 
of the activity in corn and July 
soybeans. 


Corn started off in a firm 
range on an announcement by 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman that the emergency 
feed grain law had gone over 
the top of the 1961 acreage cur- 
tailment subjective. Freeman 
said that as of May 19 farmers 
had signed up to withdraw 20.6 
million acres from corn and 
grain sorghum production this 
year. The pullout of corn land 
was 16.8 million or 20 per cent 
of the total used for that crop. 


The announcement was view- 
ed as decidedly bullish in ini- 
tial transactions, mainly be- 
cause the figures were a little 
larger than had been expected. 
However, the demand included 
a good deal of speculative buy- 
ing and some of that bounced 
back from the selling side on 
profit taking near the close.
